How could they? 

Burglars raid charity shop raising money for hospice patients 


THE Havens Hospices charity shop in 
Rochford was forced to close its doors 
to customers after a break-in. 

Thieves broke into the West Street, 
Market Square premises through the 
rear of the property at some point 
between late on Tuesday, February 18, 
and the early hours of Wednesday, 
February 19. 

The float from the till, along with a 
collection tin was taken. 

The incident is the third of its kind in 
under a year following break-ins at 
Havens Hospices’ Southend and 
Hornchurch based shops in 2013, and

has left staff and volunteers across the 
organisation feeling disheartened. 

It is estimated the value of cash 
taken was in the region of £100. 

The shop was closed on the morning 
of Wednesday which staff believes 
could have cost them a further £100 
worth of donations. 

The money is vital for seriously ill 
adults and children at the charity’s two 
hospices, Fair Havens in Chalkwell 
and Fittle Havens, in Thundersley. 


Vanessa Seymour, who has been 
managing the popular market-town 
branch since 2010, said the shop is an 
integral part of the community. 

She said: “The money raised each 
day goes towards caring for local 
families going through a heart-break¬ 
ing and distressing time of their lives.” 

Vanessa added: “I am deeply sad¬ 
dened and dismayed that someone 
could steal from a charity.” 

The shop reopened on the afternoon 
of Wednesday, once police had com¬ 
pleted their investigations. 

Vanessa explained: “It’s a very 


unsettling feeling knowing that some¬ 
one has broken in. 

“Day to day, it is a very rewarding 
job, especially when you hear directly 
from people who the hospices have 
helped, and that’s why something like 
this is so disappointing to us all.” 

Focals were also saddened at news 
of the break-in, she said. “I am very 
grateful to my team of volunteers and 
the local people for their words of sup¬ 
port so far and we hope to be back to 
business as usual very soon.”

Leanne Meecham, died on 
Friday, February 21, in the Royal 
London Hospital. 

Police were called to her home 
in Park Street, Westcliff, on 
Thursday, February 13, around 
9.30am. She died eight days later 
from a brain injury that was the 
result of a cardiac arrest due to a 
stab wound to her throat. 

In a tribute from her family they 
said Leanne was a beautiful 
woman and a much loved daugh¬ 
ter, sister and mother who always 
put the happiness of others before 
her own. 

The family said: “She was a 
devoted mother and a best friend 
to her siblings and was always 
there for anyone who ever needed 
her help. 

“Leanne would not let people 
worry about her and even when 
times were tough for her she 
showed that she was one of life’s 
angels. "Leanne’s tragic and 
untimely death has left a massive 
hole in all of our lives that none 
of us will ever be able to fill and 
she will never be forgotten by 
those who love her. 

“We hope that Leanne is now in 
peace and that justice be allowed 
to take its course.” 

• A 42 year-old man, Simon 
Meecham, from Southend, has 
been charged with Leanne's mur¬ 
der. 

He appeared at Chelmsford 
Crown Court, on Monday, 
February 24, and was remanded in 
custody until Wednesday, April 30. 


THE Homeless Action Resource 
Project (HARP) are appealing to 
people to help people sleeping rough 
on the street.

0914 or use www.streetlink.org.uk. 
Streetlink is a national alert system 
used by HARP. 

When an alert comes through, 
HARP’s outreach support workers 
will respond to the call and help in 
any way they can. 

HARP’s resources are extremely 
stretched through the winter months 
and there is still more work to do reach¬ 
ing out to Southend’s rough sleepers. 

The charity has said it is finding it 
difficult to attend to everyone during 
the recent bouts of severe weather 
and is asking for donations towards a 
Severe Weather Appeal.

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Planetarium support 
is ‘out of this world’ 



AN amateur astronomer has been 
inundated with emails and 
Facebook requests after appear¬ 
ing in the Yellow Advertiser. 

Craig Bowers, 31, of Headcom 
Close, Basildon, become a 
celebrity of the stargazing world 
after we reported last week that 
Basildon Council boss Tony Ball 
(Con) was considering his plan 
for an astronomy base at Wat 
Tyler Country Park. 

Mr Bowers emailed the sugges¬ 
tion to Cllr Ball ahead of plans by 
Essex County Council to switch 
off the borough’s street lights every 
night between midnight and 5 am. 
He said he was surprised when 
Cllr Ball replied the next day to say 
he would consider the idea of a 
planetarium or observatory at the 
Pitsea park and he planned to dis¬ 
cuss it with colleagues. 

Mr Bowers - an amateur space 
photographer - said the switch- 
off would decrease light pollution 
and make it easier to view stars. 

He explained: “A lot of people 
are upset about the lights being 


switched off but I think it is a fan¬ 
tastic opportunity to explore a new 
hobby. If you had an educational 
facility there to teach children 
about the sky at night, Wat Tyler 
would essentially become an 
approved astronomical area. 
People could just turn up with their 
telescopes. Schools and cub scout 
groups could go there on trips.” 

Within three days of the YA hit¬ 
ting streets last Friday, Mr 
Bowers had received more than 
40 emails and Facebook mes¬ 
sages in support of his idea. 

He said: “The extremely posi¬ 
tive response I’ve had is out of 
this world. Lots of people seem to 
be in support and I hope Basildon 
Council will take note of that.” 

Mr Bowers set up a Facebook 
page which gained almost 100 
members within three hours. It 
now has almost 300 members and 
is still rapidly growing.

Guantanamo

GUANTANAMO Prison 
seems to be rarely mentioned 
in the mainstream media any¬ 
more (except perhaps on 
RT.com, Russian TV in 
English).

Death is haunted 
in wartime drama 


The Book Thief (12A131 mins) 


D EATH haunts every frame of 
Brian Percival's wartime 
drama. 

The Grim Reaper (voiced by Roger 
Allam) is the mellifluous narrator of 
this beautifully crafted story of 
courage and determination during 
the Second World War, based on 
the international bestseller of the 
same name by Markus Zusak. 

Unseen until the final frames, the 
shadowy figure casts an unsenti¬ 
mental eye over characters in the 
midst of bitter and bloody conflict. 

"The only truth that I truly know is 
that I am haunted by humans," he 
confides. 

In particular, Death is haunted by a 
girl called Liesel Meminger (Sophie 
Nelisse). 

As tensions escalate across 
Europe, Liesel bids a tearful farewell 
to her Communist mother (Heike 
Makatsch) and is delivered into the 
care of foster parents, Hans and 
Rosa Hubermann (Geoffrey Rush, 
Emily Watson). 


With encouragement from Hans, 
Liesel learns to read and she devel¬ 
ops a voracious appetite for books, 
which is sated in secret by the 
mayor's wife lisa (Barbara Auer), 
who owns a vast library of texts, 
many of which would surely go up 
in flames at one of the Nazis' book¬ 
burning ceremonies. 

Liesel hides these visits from 
everyone, including her neighbour 
and good friend Rudy Steiner (Nico 
Liersch), who proudly enrols in the 
Hitler Youth movement. 

One night, a Jewish refugee called 
Max Vandenburg (Ben Schnetzer) 
arrives at the Hubermanns' home 
and they offer him shelter in the 
basement. 

Liesel becomes complicit in Max's 
concealment. However, when 
school bully Franz Deutscher (Levin 
Liam) overhears Liesel confessing 
her secret to Rudy, it seems that 
Max's grim fate is sealed. 

Intercut with Death's words of wis¬ 
dom, The Book Thief is a handsome 
and poignant drama that compels 
us to care about the spunky heroine 


as she risks her life to protect the 
people she loves from annihilation. 

Nelisse is an endearing screen 
presence, whose innocence pro¬ 
vides a glimmer of light during the 
darkness of the film's tense and 
harrowing moments. She gels 
splendidly with Rush as the man of 
principle with a heart of gold, and 
Watson is imperious in opening 
scenes as an iron-fisted matriarch 
who, as Hans puts it, "isn't as 
strong as she looks." 

Indeed, when the facade finally 
cracks, screenwriter Michael Petroni 
skilfully engineers one of the film's 
most humorous and heart-warming 
moments by having Rosa whisper 
to her foster daughter: "Wipe that 
smile off your face and pretend I'm 
the witch you know I am!" 

John Williams's Oscar-nominated 
score resonates loud and clear and 
is complemented by excellent pro¬ 
duction design and costumes that 
evoke the turbulent period between 
1938 and 1942. 

Like Death, we too are haunted by 
Liesel and her incredible journey, 
which lingers in the memory long 
after the curtain falls on Percival's 
impressive picture.

S UPPORT the restoration of 
one of Britain's largest and 
most important 'secret gar¬ 
dens' by turning out at one of its 
open days or even getting involved 
in its volunteering scheme. 

Wrest Park is in the process of 
being brought back to life after 
spending virtually decades behind 
closed doors. 

While some of its overgrown gar¬ 
dens have now been restored, 
more work needs to be done at 
the 90 acre historic site which 
includes a French-style mansion. 

After taking over the site and 
openings its doors to the public in 
2006, English Heritage launched a 
Revitalisation Project in 2010 , 
funded by themselves, the 
Heritage Lottery Fund and the J 
Paul Getty Jnr Charitable Trust. 

Visitors can now stroll in its 
recently restored Italian Garden 
and recreated Rose and American 
Gardens, and enjoy miles of rein¬ 
stated historic pathways that 
weave their way around garden 
buildings, a pavilion and statues 
You can also take an audio tour 
and discover more about the prop¬ 
erty on foot, wander around a new 
sculpture gallery, visit its cafe in the 
walled garden, enjoy the play area 
if you have youngsters in tow, and 


tour an interactive exhibition in the 
Bowling Green House that brings 
personalities from the past to life. 

Two new exhibitions can also be 
enjoyed in the mansion, one telling 
the story of the estate and the 
other telling the history of the de 
Grey family. The French Chateau 
style mansion was built by Thomas 
de Grey on the site of demolished 
medieval mansion, between 1834 
and 1839,who also created the 
Upper Gardens. 

Each generation of the family left 
their mark on the estate, including 
two other personalities - Henry, 
duke of Kent, who laid out the mas¬ 
sive formal woodland gardens in the 
early 18th century and Jemima, 
Marchioness de Grey, who softened 
the edges of the garden after 1740 
in line with the then fashionable 
English landscape style. 

As well as the exhibitions inside 
the house, other areas of the man¬ 
sion can also be explored including 
the staircase hall, the library which 
served as the de Grey family's liv¬ 
ing room, and the drawing room 
with its ceiling painting of wispily- 


draped 1830s ladies. 

Wrest Park, which was sold by 
the de Grey family in 1917 after 
the 9th Baron Lucas was killed in 
action as a pilot in the Royal Flying 
Corps, was used as a military hos¬ 
pital during the First World War, 
was bought by brewing and min¬ 
ing magnate, John George Murray, 
and then the Sun Insurance 
Company for use as their wartime 
headquarters, before being 
acquired by the Silso Institute in 
later years and finally being taken 
over by English Heritage. 

The next part of the Revitalisation 
Project will be to repair a leak to 
the canal known as Ladies Lake, 
and install new boards and paths 
around its perimeter, while a longer 
20-year master plan will include 
work on the sites' Great Garden to 
reveal lost aspects of its wood¬ 
lands and the serpentine paths 
within them. 

Once complete, Wrest Park will 
be one of the few places in the 
world where visitors can see the 
evolution of landscape gardening 
over the last 300 years, and will 



take its place amongst the coun¬ 
try's great garden attractions. 

As well as opening Wrest Park to 
visitors during the weekends, 
English Heritage is inviting people 
who are curious about volunteering 
to come along to an open day at 
the mansion house on Saturday, 
March 1, between 11am and 2pm, 
to find out about opportunities to 


get involved, from welcoming visi¬ 
tors to helping to care for this fan¬ 
tastic house and gardens.

Landlord Question 

Is PAT testing compulsory for rental properties? 

Think Property Answer 

Portable Appliance Tests or PATs are an electrical check carried out on 'movable' items such as kettles, 
microwaves, hoovers, table lamps, toasters and coffee machines and many electricians will tell you they must be 
carried out before tenants move into a property. 

Legally speaking this is not true. There is no law that says PAT checks must be carried out, something the 
government recently clarified, 

What the law does state is that all electrical equipment within a rental property must be safe to use and that it’s 
the landlord’s responsibility to ensure this before tenants move in and, equally, during the tenancy too. 

Most experts, including those from the Electrical Safety Council, recommend landlords make a visual inspection 
of all the electrical appliances provided within each rented property so check cables aren’t worn or that plugs are 
damaged. It is also recommended that any new items feature the ‘CE’ kite mark which is the manufacturer’s claim 
that it meets all European safety legislation. 

Whether you then decide to get all the items PAT checked is a matter of choice not law. But most experts agree 
that, if landlords want peace of mind, then the £50-£100 it will cost to get a qualified electrician in to complete 
PAT checks is worth it. 

A visual examination is the most important factor, but if an item were to short and then catch fire then being able 
to prove that it had been PAT checked recently (every two years for smaller items and four years for larger ones) 
would help matters. 

More importantly PAT checks may flag up potential problems before tenants move in but don’t rely on them alone 
- they should not be completed instead of a visual check but rather as a back up.

Q. Having just bought our first home 
together, our solicitor is keen for us to 
make a will. Is this really necessary? 

A. Strictly speaking, no it isn’t. Nevertheless, it 
makes sense to do so. 

If the two of you are relatively young, then the 

whole subject of making a will may sound a bit morbid - not to say premature! 
Nevertheless, the fact remains that you have just made probably the biggest joint 
investment in your lives, so you want to be sure that both your interests are 
equally protected. 

For the sake of argument, I’m assuming that you did buy it jointly, and that it is in 
both your names. However, there are actually two different types of joint ownership 
- and you need to check. 

If you own the property as “Beneficial Joint Tenants” - in other words, what most 
people actually think of as joint owners - then each of you should automatically 
become the sole owner of the entire property if the other dies, irrespective of 
whether you are married or not. 

If, on the other hand, you own the property as “Beneficial Tenants in Common,” 
then the surviving partner has no automatic right of inheritance, and the dead 
person’s share simply becomes part of his or her estate, to be distributed, in the 
absence of a will, according to the rules of intestacy - which in practice means that 
it goes to any living relatives in a strictly laid-down order of precedence, or even 
reverts to the Crown. 

Of course, if you are married, or in a civil partnership, then that’s not a problem, 
since the spouse automatically comes top of the list. But if you’re not, and 
therefore from a legal standpoint you are only co-habiting, then the only recourse 
open to the surviving co-owner would be to buy out the deceased’s share. 

Either way, to be on the safe side, I would advise making two so called “mirror 
wills.” These basically do what it says on the tin - they match and reflect each 
other, so that in the event that either party dies, the survivor is equally protected. 

A bit morbid maybe - but better to be safe than sorry.

THE Bentley S3 once owned by Beatles 
manager Brian Epstein could sell for 
£70,000 at auction next month. 

The car, first registered 50 years ago on 
February 18, 1964, was Epstein’s first 
brand-new Bentley and still bears the origi¬ 
nal AJB 400B registration number. 

It is estimated that Epstein, known as ‘Mr 
25 Per Cent’ due to his cut of The Beatles’ 
gross income, earned £75 million in today’s 
money and spent some of it on buying this 
car to replace his second-hand Bentley SI. 

He ordered it in late 1963, with some 
assistance from the Beatles’ press officer 
Derek Taylor. The car was then collected 
from the dealer by Taylor and Lonnie 
Trimble, Epstein’s valet/chauffeur, as he was 
in the USA with the group. 

On February 22, 1964, The Beatles and 
Brian returned to the UK after appearing on 
the Ed Sullivan show and Taylor and Trimble 
were at Heathrow airport to collect Epstein 
in the new Bentley. Interviewed by Pathe 
News and asked “The four of you are going 
to be millionaires. Have you got time to 


actually spend this money?” the Beatles 
replied in unison: “What money?” And in 
response to: “Doesn’t he [Brian Epstein] give 
any to you?” George Harrison retorted: “No, 
no. Have you seen that car of his?” 

Two years later Epstein sold the car to a 
company called Sidney J. Dicks Ltd, while 
subsequent owners include a London solici¬ 
tor and Norman Boyack, a theatrical agent. 

In the same ownership for more than 25 
years, the S3 comes with a thick history file, 
detailing a bare metal re-spray as well as 
piston ring replacement and engine over¬ 
haul. The file also has copies of the original 
history sheet and chassis listing, DVLA and 
previous-owner correspondence, copies of 
press cuttings, a copy of the owner’s manu¬ 
al plus some expired MoTs and tax discs. 

The car is currently taxed and MoT’d, and 
includes a tool kit with jack and spare wheel, 
though the original radio has been convert¬ 
ed to one that receives the FM signal. 

Chris Routledge, of auctioneers Coys, who 
will be selling the car at their Spring Classics 
auction in London on March 11, estimates it 
will fetch between £40,000 and £70,000.
